It is our considered opinion that the U. S. press has again been influenced 
in its treatment and laek of treatment of Major Keyhoe's words and wrks. jLTHOUGH 
HUNDREDS OF APRO MEMBERS IN THE U. S. ERE KEEPING .. SHARP LOOKOUT FOR ANY :ND ALL 
REVIE’S OF HIS LATEST BOOK, Major Keyhoc's "Flyins Saucer Conspiracy" GOT VERY 
LITTLE PRESS MENTION despite a well-rounded assortment of press represontatives at 
his vre-publication conference in Washineton last December. A lon: distance call 
to Mr. Keyhce at the time was very fruitful in that we had a good idea of what 
should have resulted from the »ress eonference, and is added evidence at this time 
‘that pressure has been brourht to bear to dissua’e any unwatcd publicity for the 
saucer vreblem. Actually, this is extremely pod stratery on the part of the 
group behind the censorshij for the summer of 1956 with the close proximity of the 
planet Mars and therefore the expected influx of saucers, eould very well bring 
the whole situation to a climax which might end in complete enlightenment of the 
masses regarding the real nature of the UFO.

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& primarily with widely accepted theories based on sound. fact, 
g | COMGNTS ON ‘AF! TYPE SAUCER CLAIMS: 


. Janes, Mosely, in his recent AF Saucer Report Analysis (Saucer-News, Jan-Feb, 
1956) made a few statements which should be corrected and others upon which com- 
ments certainly should be made, With all due respect to the many anonymous "Drstt 
who eccasionally sprihg up with their equally anonymous statements that the Air 
Force has a working model of a saucer, the Director would like to refute such state 
ments based upon much anonymous but nevertheiess equally dependable information. 
Because of a policy of 'you tell me, me no talkee', the Director has rotten some 
very g¢ood UFO information from top scientists who are in the know, 


The Director completely disagrees with Mr. Mosely on his premise that the AF 
has no proof that the saucers are interplanetary. This opinion is baded on sound 
scientific fact as well as experience---not a perusal of a tripish AF statement, 
‘the publication date of which clearly indicates that it was issued to offset the 
‘effect of two books shortly to be printed. 


Mr. Mosely briefly comments on one part of the report thusly: There were very 
few of the Unknowns that would have becn identified as guided missiles or rockets, 
but that were not so identified because of the geographical location in which they 
were seen. Mosely says: “Does this not show that these particular sightings could 
have been solved except that the investipators did not lmow, or the public is not 
supposed to know, that guided missiles fly in many strange places?" 


Our answer to Mr. Mosely's questions "Because of the public safety factor in- 
volved, missiles being testeflown (they are not in use operationally because we are 
at peace) are not flown outside of test ranges. There are sufficient test ranges 
of sufficient s{zes to test-hop any missile without endangering the general public. 
A special contingent of electronics experts and physicists are maintained at all 
test ranges to take care of the possibility of amissile going astray. This comment 
‘of Mosely's is worth nothing, essentially, because he is Justusing his own assump- 
tion that missiles are tested any old place without any particular respect for the 
civilian population, Also--- investigators concentrating on a particular sighting 
need only ask the Research and Development Command if there was anything airborne 
at such and such a time and place which would answer such and such a description--- 
they'd have gotten a truthful answek, because if it were a missile astray the Re= 
search and Development Branch would want to know in order to take more stringent 
precautionary measures against stray missiles in the future. In Alamogordo, New 
Mexico, 9 miles from Holloman Air Development Center and 35 miles from White Sands 
Proving Ground, there is only one incident where a missile went off range and im- 
pacted anywhere near a populated area. 


In regard to the exerpt regarding flight plans which Mosely brings to our 
attention, the Director would like:to say that the flight pattern of all military 
aircraft is available to any branch of the Air Force, Navy, Marines and the Army, 
if they need it in order to coordinate investigations, The only flight patterns 
hot readily available are those of civilian aircraft which can be obtained, however, 
in good time. As for coordination of knowledge between services of the latest 
Missiles and Super-weapons, each branch of the military harbors a representative of 
each of the other service branches, as a ‘liaison officer! who has access to all 
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firing schedules, etc, actually keeping much up to date, as is his job, on the new- 
est innovations missile and’aircraft-wise,: in the othcr military research depart- 
ments. Thus, the possibility that one service is building something completely 
gifferent than anything built before, and that the other branches sf the military 
are completely unawire of this tremendous development, is impossible. The old days 
of inter-service feuding is passe and all branches of the ela are cooperating 
because of necessity. oa

It is also i 
obvious that before leaving the service, he .very cleverly 'downpraded' or 'declassi s 
fica! several very food reports in order that they could be used in his book, or ‘ 
has a cohort still in service who is furnishing such information to hin, ; 


Sever2l things which Ruppelt states as fact stick out like sore thumbs, among 
which are: (1) The difference between his 15 to 20 percent UNKNO"NS as compared 
to AF Report #1h's 3%. (2) Ruppelt's statement that "while at one time the offi- 
cial attitude wis to sneer them cut of existence, this is.n»o longer truc and never 
played too great a part in official thinking. ' We would be happy to debate with 
Mr, Rupvelt on this score, because it has become more and more evident in recent 
years that the UFO situation has become 2 subject of ridicule, at least among the 
lay public, because of the ‘snécring attitude of the iir Force. Of coursc, censor= 
ship has proved to be a much more expedient way of handling touchy phases of the 
whole situation, such as the South American landings and incidents of 18 months 
ago when although AF and News Representatives rushed to Venezuela for firstehand 
‘accounts and investigations, any word of the happenings was prevented from seeping 
through the barrier of censorship. 
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The "Abnormal radiations"found in immediate areas where saucers were known to 
‘have been, have been rather well-known among scientific and technical personnel 
with the services. It is 2 common practice for service-employed civilians to get 
together and discuss those phases »f research for which cach individual is "cleared" 
and thus such discoveries beemme known in certain circles and eventually inadver= 
tently leak out. 


It was quite surprising and enlightening to note that Mr. Ruppelt's book ree 
ceived a good amount of favorable publicity a5 compared to the scant amount Mr. 
Keyhoe's book received, and this leads one to believe that possibly Mr. Ruppelt 
was "sponsored", shall we say, in his literary effort. 
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Some saucer enthusiasts are writing in md asking what could have happend to 
the head of an Asian Flying Saucer Research Orgmization which recently disbanded, 
the Director of which wrote Mrs. Lorenzcn asking that all contact be breken and his 
name kept out of any future periodicals, This is neither surprising nor is it 
anything to become alarmed about.Thcre are probably two good reasons why the fellow 
diseontinued his work---it became too much of aburden, and/or after civing a creat 
deal of thought to highly superstitious explanations of the saucer mystery, he de- 
cided to get out of the ficla, This is the general impression we received from 
his latcst communication with us. 
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It secms that when members become to> numerous and the prospect of ever solv- 
ing the mystery and bringin: known facts to lirht becomes ever dim, some organiza- 
tions tend to bee-me disenchinted with thewhole deal and the head of the group 
figures the best way out is 2 sort of mysterious separation. This has already hap- 
pened at least nce and possibly twice, and it is unfair at the best, for these 
people to throw aside their responsibility ani take the easiest way out.

THE MARS SITU\TION 


When astronomers say ‘there probably isn't any life other than lowly plants 
on Mars', the Director remenbers back to her hich school days in 19h] when she 
debated with science teachers about the possibility of Life on Mars. She conten= 
ded (and the class laurhcd) that the'canals! were something other than natura 
landmarks, and that scasonal changes of color was due to the provzression and 
reeessivn -f vegetated areas. This wis 16 years azo, when Mars was believed to be 
little more than desert. Today scientists admit that there is vepotable life on 
Mars, and the Director contends that there is not only vegetable lifc, but animal 
life as well. 


In 1954 astronomers pathercd ensugh evidence te warrant a weak conjecture re- 
garding the prebability °f ve,etatin on the plarmct Mars. In 1956 this enigma of 
the night sky will be at its closest point in relation ts the earth in 17 years 
and well in rene (overheni) for the best use of the sreatest teleseopes of the 
werld, The giant Hale reflector atoo Mount Pslomar, California, will dourtless 
be enlisted in the search for answers to the greatest enignas cf the astronomical 
World---hat are the’ cansls, and is there any indication that intelligentzanimals 
make their aboce there? These answers are available now, and if it could be tcld 
the earthshaking answers might well stun the civilized world, 


There has been a great inercasc in the green areas on Mars in the past decades 
and further orobiny in the future may unveil not only answers, but new questions, 
Particularly interesting and satisfying were the four listcd observations made by 
Dr. E. C. Slipher curing his work at the Lam-nt-Hussey Observatory in Bloemfontein, — 
South Africa during the summer of 1954. They were, in brief: (1) Faint atmos- 
pheric 'belts' across the face “f the plant. Previously, Mars' atmosphere had been 
considerec toc thin for such belts, similar to our ‘weather fronts', (2) Blue- 
write cloud patches, seen first near the north pole’ and later elsewhcre, (3) O- 
paque, yellow-tinged cloucs---possible dust, storms, anc (4) Occasions when the 
Martian atmosphere became completely transparent. 


Back in 190 the Director, then a mere child of 15, stood up and told her 
Science class of her belief that Mars supported at least some plant life and pos- 
| sibly anirzl life, “Ye wonder how much of her current beliefs will be substantia- 
| ted 16 years hence? —

It could be, in our opinion, that the producers, Wanting to avoid a possible 
censorship, kent the showing confidential until the press had a chance at it. At 
any rate, the film is now out for general distribution, aml will be showing at theae 
lters throughout. the United States within the next few months.

Since ll September, 195), the Director has had a great deal of difficulty in 
issuing the bulletin, answering correspondence and taking care of all the other 
small details assnciated with the job of running an organization of this type. 


{Many have conjectured, either in letters to the Director, among themselves or mere« 


ly silently and to themselves, as to the reason behind the drop-off in correspond= 
ence and Bulletin issues. 

All of you know by now, we're sure, that the Director has held a job during 
these 18 months, but few of you have known the nature of the job, or “the employer. 
On September 11, 195h, due to a finmcial crisis due to many movrAting medical ob= 
ligations, the Director went to work for the United States Government as a clerk 
at Holloman Air Development Center, in the capacity of clerk in the employ of the 
US Air Force. On May 8, upon advice of her physician, and after finding it no 
longer possible to work without physically "paying the niper', so to Speak, she 
Signed out of her job. 

She would like to make it clear that at no time was she ever approached to 
discontinue her ‘private hobby as UFO researcher and organizational Director of APRO 
Some, n> doubt, will wonder if she is now ‘working under orders! cr something simi 
jar,- To the’ contrary, she is now even more determined to s-mehow break the dead- 
lock of’ censorship which denies American citizens their constitutional right to 

.information which does not have a rect bearing on national defense, This cen- 
‘sorship of information regarding UFOs also sends many pilots into ‘the sky to vector 
in on objects which they don't believe in, and couldn't defend themselves against 
if it were necessary to do so. 

During her tenure as-an ‘ir Force employee, the Director met and discussed the 
flying saucer mystery with a Lieutenmt Colonel who claimed to have been Project 
Officer on Project Grudge at the Pentagon, Although this officer would discuss the 
Situation and he among many others were always willing to 'fish for information', 
he was always very guarded in any sort of discussion of the Air Force's part in the 
UFO investigation, This is to be expected, of eourse. 

. Quite a number of Air Force personnel with whom the Director became well-ac- 
quainted openly admitted their belief that the UFO are interplanetary shira of 
some sort. Several came to the Director and gave her details of their personal 
Sightings of the UFO which they had not reported to the proper authcrities becaise 
of the stigma of ridicule which sti ® anyone, miitary or civilianywho 
admits to having scen the things, 

After the Director had given notice that she would soon terminate her employ~ 
ment with the Air Force, a custodian of classified documenta offercd to show her 
‘some classificd reports of UFO sightings in and near Holloman ;FB, The Director 
declined, being fully cognizant of the pre-requisites for possessing or reading 
classified material, She had no official business with the reports, and true to 
regulations, refused. Sho is inclined to believe that the offer was prompted by 


‘an Air Force official who might have felt it would be oonventent to have a possible 


security violation hanging over Mrs, Lorenzen's head in the event i*% was needed as 
altlever' in the future, 

In summation, it was a profitable 18 months, in that the Director learned the 
ins-and-outs of a bureaucratic military organization, the fallibility of the men 
who make up that organization, the lack of corrdination in the Air Force which has 
played so great a part in the flying saucer flapdoodle. Needless to say, the Di- 
rector cannot, and certainly will not at any time discuss those things which were 
entrusted to her while an employee of the Air Force. 
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Just a small comment on the Recent Sauccrian Bulletin labeled for release 1
